Anti-Prorogation Protest Takes To The Streets 


FACEBOOK GROUP FOUNDER 
HOPES CANADIANS GET OFF THEIR 
COMPUTERS AND ONTO THE STREETS 





The election of 2008 saw one of the lowest 
voter turnouts in federal election history. But 
‘one previously-obscure word seems to have lit 
a fire under politically apathetic Canadians — 
prorogation. 

PrimeMinister Stephen Harper's decision 
to prorogue — in essence, shut down — Parlia- 
ment for the second time in a little over a year 
has Canadians taking to the streets in protest 
this Saturday, Jan. 23. 

Christopher White, an anthropology gradu- 
ate student from the University of Alberta, is 
the creator of a Facebook group “Canadians 
Against Proroguing Parliament”, which has 
grabbed nearly 200,000 supporters in just two: 
weeks. White, 25, hopes those who initially 
joined the group will take the next step and 
participate in the rallies. 

“It’s one thing to join a Facebook group, it's 
quite another to actually get involved,” White 
says. “For a lot of people, this is going to be 
the test to whether or not this has caught onto, 
public opinion. 

“We want to continue to raise awareness and 
make sure that the government and public 


know that this is an issue,” 

“They're taking it away from Us, our democ- 
racy,” says Dianne Goodacre, an organizer of 
theEdmonton rally. “If we don't grab ityback, 
it will be gone,” 

Edmonton's anti-prorogation protest is 
planned as a march from Corbette Hall, at 
8205-114th St., starting at 11 am. Saturday. 
Marchers will then head into the heartof Old 
Strathcona, to Gazebo Park on 104th Street 
and 83rd Avenue for the rally starting at noon 

By» haying,the rally at Gazebo Park, White 
says he hopes to attract some attention from 
the Saturday crowds as the Farmer's Market. 

Edmonton-Strathcona NDP MP Linda Dun- 
can says the more people who show up for the 
protest, the stronger the message wilhbe'to the 
government. 

"We are only so many in the House,” 
says. “We need the public to stand up 
and express other feelings. | encour- 
age everybody to get out to thoserral- 
lies, and not only that,but help organize them 
because it is alot of work.” 

Evens Conservative MP Mike Lake, of &d- 
monton-Mill Woods-Beaumont, who is in sup- 
port of Parliament being prorogued for the time 
being, is glad to see Edmontonians gathering 
together to take part in federal politics.

NEW PARTY WANTS TO MAKE

Political pirates aiming to unfetter information 
in the Internet age are hunting for official par- 
ty status, hoping to sail onto Ottawa's federal 
stage in the coming months. 

The Pirate Party of Canada is building a 
platform that includes, among other things, re- 
forming copyright laws, which currently keep 
copyrighted materials from the public domain 
until 50 years after the creator's death. 

“Right now, copyright is stifling creativity,” 
19-year-old party leader Jake Daynes says. 
“We believe that it is too strict, and needs to 
be brought back to the way it was originally 
planned, which was only against commercial 
use,” 

The party's zeal for the issue is connected to 
its philosophy of information ownership and 
Internet use. 

“Information wants to be free and it wants to 
move around, so we have to consider the Inter- 
net a free zone,” party spokesman Daniel La- 
Salle explains. “Nobody's going to have the joy 
or luxury of mixing, for example, a Queen song 
or a Guns N’ Roses song in our lifetime, and 
we think people need to decide with the ever

present Internet, do they really want to contain 
that kind of thing, or do they want to reform 
the copyrights for everything to be accessible 
to everybody on a non-commercial basis?” 

Aware that combining the party name with 
this concern makes for a small leap to digital 
piracy, LaSalle remains specific about their 
goal 

“Of course, we are for copyrights, and we're 
for patents. But there's a sane usage that needs 
to be set up that currently is not,” he says. 

Aside from mitigating copyright laws and 
Internet restrictions, the PPC hopes to bring 
more political attention to patent reform, pri- 
vacy rights for citizens, and government trans- 
parency. 

Having achieved non-profit corporate sta- 
tus earlier this month, they are now waiting to 
become official in order to take these issues to 
Ottawa. 

“We're hoping to see confirmation in the 
next 60 days,” Daynes says. “About 400 or so 
members have sent us their forms so we can 
register with Elections Canada, and the num. 
ber they require is 250.” 

The captain and crew share similar interests 
with Sweden's Pirate Party, which formed in 
2006, and gained its first seat in European par- 
liament last June after bolstered clampdowns 
on filesharing precipitated a groundswell of 
support 

In Canada, it has not taken long to garner 


considerable public interest for the party, which 
formed in June 2009. It counts 1,501 official 
members nationwide, and has made strong use 
of the Internet to stimulate popularity, with 
942 fans on Facebook, and 1,094 followers on 
Twitter as of last Monday. 

Official members range in age from 18 to 
49 Daynes says, with Ontario and British Co- 
lumbia being the most pirate-friendly. Quebec 
follows, while across the land-locked Prairies 
pirates are finding it more difficult to gain 
ground 

In Edmonton, only three members managed 
to attend a party meet-up at the Elephant and 
Castle Pub on Jan. 10, but organizer Mikkel 
Paulson is undeterred. 

“We were getting together to make sure the 
party stays on the social radar,” says Grant 
MacEwan student Paulson, the party's social 
media coordinator. He is in charge of Facebook 
and Twitter accounts. 

His enthusiasm for the party, which he hopes 
will spread throughout the Edmonton area, 
originates from an enduring interest in owner- 
ship issues regarding information. 

“I've been reading in the news for years 
about how copyright is essentially sold to cor- 
porations time and again,” he says. “In de- 
termining copyright policy there is very little 
consideration given to consumers, and I think 
they should have more say. “Corporations are 
only interested in pushing for more and more

draconian, longer copyright terms, whereas 
consumers could benefit more from a shorter 
term.” 

As the party waits for official entry to the p 
litical scene, Daynes divides his time betweer 
studying animation game design at Vancouver's 
Pacific Audio Visual Institute and preparing to 
dive into the turbulent waters of Parliament 

Along with developing a plan to approach the 
Green Party for partnership based on non-con 
flicting agendas and a similar successful rela 
tionship between the Swedish pirate party and 
the European Green Party, he and other mem 
bers are strategizing for their first election 

“Our target riding is going to be Kitchener/ 
Waterloo, based on the three giant polytechnic 
universities in the area,” he says. “They make 
up quite a large chunk of the population in that 
riding, and since they are polytechnic insti 
tutes, our issues definitely affect them.” 

At this point, serious treatment or flippant 
reactions to their name, platform, and relative 
youth from established national parties prompt 
little concern for the crew, who perceive cur 
rent political proceedings as important yet un 
sophisticated 

“Canadian Parliament looks like a jungle, ® 
movie, a comedy act, so I would not have any 
problem playing the gimmick, dressing up 3s 
a pirate and running in saying ‘Arrr,"” LaSalle 
says. 

“But it is not a comedy act, it is real.”

Here's an example of how conserva- 
tive Ted Morton is. 

Back in my MLA days, I got the 
chance to present a private mem- 
bers’ bill, which is an opportunity for 
a non-government members to put 
a bill before the legislature, which 
will inevitably be shot down.

1 suspect whatever hell Liepert 
planned to unleash on health care is 
still going to occur, but it will be made 
more palatable with Zwozdesky's 
faux sympathy.

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MEMORIAL FOR THE FORGOTTEN 

TO BE HELD ON SATURDAY 

‘When you die, a congregation of loved ones 
will gather in celebration of your life. During 
your funeral service they will take tums at 
the microphone to salute you, and spend 
the next several days in mourning, and recol- 
lection of the memories you shared. 

However, not everyone is as lucky when 
they die. For Edmonton's homeless com- 
munity the knowledge that frends and 
family will miss them after their passing is 
a.comfort they don't have. They will remain 
faceless an unknown to an uncaring public 
who, during their life. knew them only as 
another faceless drunk begging for change 
in the street. 

This is why on Saturday Jan. 23 the 
Edmonton Coalition on Housing and Home- 
lessness Society will be hosting the fifth 
annual Homeless Memorial to remember 
the 46 inner city men and women who died 
in 2009. 

“These people wha passed away were 
buried by the public guardian, and nobody 
ever honoured their death. So we wanted to 
do something that first and foremast hon- 
oured them as human beings and captured 
that.” says Lorette Garrick, executive director 
of the George Spady Centre. 

The hour-long memorial will be held at 
Boyle Street Community Services, 10116 
105th Ave., and begins at 3 p.m. The service 
will include prayers by a minister and elders 
from the Aboriginal community, before 
members of the homeless community speak 
about the issues they face. 

Garrick explains that at least 40 per cent 


of Edmonton's homeless suffer from mental 
illness, and other medical issues including 
diabetes, heart disease and hepatitis. Their 
lack of stability makes it nearly impossible 
to properly care for themselves. 

“They never really experience a period of 
stability,” explains Garrick. “Some of them 
were chronically homeless, so they may 
have been on the streets for the majority of 
their life. Some of their lives ended because 
of violence” 

Dennis Caufield, a senior medical. 
investigator with the Office of the Chief 
Medical Examiner, is called whenever a 
body Is found, and the death is suspicious 
or unexplained. This MO fits most homeless 
fatalities, and it is Caufield's job to figure out 
what happened. 

Once a satisfactory cause of death has 
been determined it is time to make funeral 
arrangements. 

“In terms of homeless people that's the 
other problem,” explains Caufield. “When no 
one has been able to locate a next of kin, or 
do but they say they haven't seen them in 
30 years and want nothing to do with them, 
then we would call the public trustee's office 
and they then arrange what's called a social 
services funeral.” 

Funeral homes in the city are put on a 
rotating roster where they take tums over- 
seeing the funeral arrangements that are 
paid for out of a Public Trustee account. 

After the service, participants are invited 
to.attend the Memorial Round Dance and 
Feast at 5 p.m at the Boyle Street Com- 
munity Services, for a chance to share stories 
and remember those who died.

just expect it, they demand it. Mel

If it's any consolation, ther 
were a mere 27 homicides in Our 
Town in 2009, the lowest number in 
six years, though some are crediting 
the swiftness and skill of emergency 
response teams with this figure, But 
if that’s the case and shooting con 
tinues to outpace stabbing as the 
chosen MO of would-be homiciders 
which it threatened to do last year 
we shouldn't necessarily anticipate a 
continuing downward trend. 

That's all from Blue 
Monday. On the face of it, it's been 
a shitty way to start a decade but 
factoring in the global sum of unne« 
essary suffering generated in places 
like Afghanistan, Iraq and Sudan (to 
name but three), a clever corporate 
psychologist might be able to ham 
mer out an equation to explain why 
some things never change, perhaps 
in the service of a mass-marketed 
analgesic. Now please stay tuned for 
more pre-Olympic coverage on vir 
tually every media channel...

At some point every winter, you 
should go to Café de Ville. Along 
with a few other cozy nooks in the 
city, there's a faintly golden glow 
within that makes it a salve for sea- 
sonal affective disorder. For thecou- 
ple-few hours you're there, the tram- 
pled winter landscape outside melts 
away and you can relish the sensual 
delights to come. 

Which is to say I was lightly tip 
sy already when we showed up a 
few minutes late for our 6:30 table 
for four — not so buzzed that | was 


bottle he promptly and assiduously 
doled out across four glasses for the 
remainder of the meal. | was struck 
dumb by the menu descriptions, ba 
sically imagistic poems about food, 
and took a while to decide that I 
really did deserve the lamb ($40) 
My perennial co-diner opted for the 
night's special, a seared duck breast 
($36), while a filet and a salmon 
(with mango papaya peach chutney) 
rounded out the entrees of our com- 
panions. 

A meaty entrée usually deserves a 
salad accompaniment so we got two 
orders of the house salad ($10 ea.) 
and the fromage pate ($15) would 
keep the wine from going to our 
heads more than it already had 

The mixed greens topped with 
green apple, carrot, red pepper, cu 
cumber and parmesan in a thyme 


pockets of flavour that would sud 
denly erupt across the palate through 
the course of the meal 

The rare-cooked lamb was succu 
lent of itself, but the array of flavours 
that lurked nearby for the dredg 
ing — basil pesto, merlot, chutney a 
fleeting nasal twinge of Dijon — 
made it an unending source of de 
light. Well, it did end eventually but 
it took me a lot longer than my co- 
diners to finish, and with a good deal 
less dignity as I slurped a few bones 
to harvest every shred 

Would it surprise you to know that 
the side baby potatoes, asparagus, 
squash and assorted roots on the side 
were perfectly turned? 

That really should have been en

likely to become obstreperous, but 
definintely susceptible to the fancy- 
yet-easygoing vibe I've encountered 
every trip I've made to deVille. 

No mistaking, a good and proper 
meal at de Ville — where you take the 
time to enjoy some wine and start- 
ers, an entrée that’s a masterwork 
of locally sourced ingredients and 
dessert with coffee over a couple of 
hours — is not inexpensive by the 
restaurant-going standards of some. 
But the sitting in that comfortable 
space, tended by servers who are 
really good at their jobs, receiving 
plates of marvelous food feels like 
value for the money. 

The first of many good bits of ad- 
vice we got from our server was to 
pay the extra dollar over the $39- 
price point of the house wine list 
and share the Dona Paula malbec, a 


shallot vinaigrette (on the side, of 
course) was fresh and palate cleans. 
ing, and the perfect portion for two. 
As the server set down a basket 
of warm buttery pastries, he an- 
nounced, “I'm putting these beside 
you, but you have to share them.” 
Otherwise | might very well have 
eaten them all. 

Our appetizer was a mound of truf- 
fled goat cheese topped with cran- 
berry chutney and peppery sprouts, 
surrounded by herbed crostini and 
French bread, which was again the 
perfect size for four of us to savour 
the richness of the flavours and still 
leave room for the main course 

Good thing too, because my main 
course was huge — two racks of lamb 
ona dark pool of rich demi laced with 
dried juniper berries, surrounded by 
potatoes, vegetables, and hidden 


Bourbon-vanilla gelato sounded 
quite attractive especially when ac 
companied by warm apple stru 
del ($9) redolent of cardamom 
and spiked with sweet raisins. Our 
guests for the night enjoyed a lav: 
ender créme brilée ($9), another 
suggestion from the server that 
turned out to be in our own best in- 
terest 

The coffee was like a cigarette 
after sex. 

At this point de Ville hardly 
needs my endorsement to keep up a 
brisk trade plying the prepossess- 
ing diner with a premium dining out 
experience. But they've got it 
anyway. So if winter is kicking your 
ass and you can't come up with a sin- 
gle thing you like about Edmonton, 
book a table at your first conve- 
nience.

Elvis Costello emerged from the fledgling “New 
Wave” scene in the late '70s as a singing/song 
writing enigma, and has deftly bobbed and 
weaved his way through every musical style 
from country to opera ever since. As a result, 
he’s been described as a “pop encyclopedia, 
able to “reinvent the past in his own image.” 
When not collaborating with Paul McCartney 
or T-Bone Burnett, these days he turns his 
trademark glasses and imposing intellect to the 
task of bringing musical giants and should-be 
giants to the small screen, thus allowing us the 
privilege of listening in on conversations that 
can only take place musico a musico 

And now he’s coming back to Edmonton for 
a fundraiser for Fort Edmonton Park. Despite 
his famously having said that “writing about 
music is like dancing about architecture,” 
I jumped at the chance to speak with him at 
length about his past, his music, his marriage 
to jazz musician Diana Krall and, as it turns 
out, his still raw memories of interviewers who 


were not quite up to the task 


SEE: | remember hearing you back in 1978 
and thinking, “who is this guy?” because 
you didn't really seem to fit into any of the 
particular genres that were going on at the 
time. You seemed to be a singular voice. So 
I'll ask you, “Who was that g 
Elvis: Well, |

then and | might not have answered in any 
case. One thing | will say about it is that I al 
ways liked records where people sounded sin 
gular, you know, they sounded different, not 
as if they were fitting in. | don't think any of 
us thought of it philosophically but you might 
say that there was an approach that didn't re- 
ally have much time from what had immedi 
ately passed before. And that’s nearly always 
the case with popular music. It just had a little 
more edge to it then because it was being char- 
acterized as something. Some provocateurs 
wanted to make it sound like it was in some 
way revolutionary. That was more to do with 
making their name than necessarily making 
the music sound better. It didn’t actually make 
the records sound any better to shout a lot 
about them, or to make provocative gestures 
around them. It just got a lot of attention for a 
short period of time. In the long run the good 
records are the good records for whatever time 
they come from, that's what you find

as if they were the rock stars, and in some cas 
es they had every reason to believe they werc 
they were not bad writers and they'd probab!

Elvis: | really don’t know about that. 1 think 
that the gestures of rebellion and defiance in 
popular music are wildly exaggerated in terms 
of their daring and impact. | mean their im 
pact is great among the people who are paying 
attention. It's like imagining that the world is 
looking to you because you're holding a com 
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munication device in your hand, whether it's a 
mobile phone or one of these Twitting things, 
you know. It's only an illusion you're creating 
for yourself. You're making yourself a sort 
of star in your own movie. All of show busi- 
ness is like that anyway. Now, everybody's in 
show business. I don't really think that there's 
much daring involved in any gesture. | mean, 
you're trying to write songs from the heart 
and sometimes the songs contain feelings and 
sometimes even the occasional coherent line 
that matters to you and expresses your point 
of view, and if somebody finds some sympa 

thy with that thought, or that thought strikes 
them as something worthwhile or something 
that they appreciate, then that's the extent of 
the pact. It doesn’t make you friends, it doesn't 
create an obligation on the part of the listener 
or the person that's singing to repeat that form 

It doesn't really strike a blow against the darker 
forces in the world because they're not paying 
attention, It just makes us feel better that we're 
not so lonely. 


SEE: | speak to people about “New Wave” 
and no one seems to really understand 
what that was. Is it possible to put “New 
Wave" in perspective musically? 

Elvis: I've no idea really what that term was 
supposed to denote. It was just a cute way of 
distinguishing groups that weren't pierced in 
any way from those that were. It was really just 
a marketing ploy, because they had a bunch 
of bands that played short songs in a vaguely 
aggressive way that couldn't be identified as 
punk. 


SEE; So what's you're opinion of the con- 
cept of genre in music, or in any art form? Is 
it worthwhile? 

Elvis: Not really. | think you're wasting a lot 
of time thinking about theoretical stuff. Why 
must something be in a list or in a class, you 
know? We're not classifying plants here. It’s 
not a scientific endeavor. It’s just music, What- 
ever you call it. People give it different names. 
Would it have been better if it had been called 
“Woogie Boogie” instead of “Boogie Woogie”? 
It's just an arrangement of letters and sounds 
that represent some sort of feeling you get 
when you hear music. When there's a change 
of mind, a change of heart, a change of hair- 
style you can easily call it something else. They 
were all doing the Charleston one day and now 
they're not. 


SEE; With your TV show you're sort of, and 
you may not like this so | apologize, but a 
curator of musical artists, ina sense. That's 
the way I see it. You help us to understand 


artists In a forum where we can really g0 
deeper. 

Elvis: The show is really revolving around 
slightly longer form conversations about mu- 
sic and the place music has in people's lives 
and work. In the main they are musicians, we 
share some of the same experiences, we have 
different methodology, we come sometimes 
from different generations but we are aware of 
4 certain relationship between words and tones 
and the experience of standing on a stage and 
trying to express unto an audience. Therefore 
perhaps | am at a slight advantage to a person 
in another occupation asking those same ques- 
tions. The guests have ranged from people who 
don't require any explanation because they're 
extremely well known, and there's a degree of 
generosity in them coming into the framework 
of the show, people like Bono and Edge, Bruce 
Springsteen and even President Clinton, and 
obviously the executive producer, Elton John. 
And then I've had the opportunity to feature 
people who | believe should be much better 
known but for some reason aren't, like Ron 
Sexsmith and Jesse Winchester, you know, and 
people may be really startled by hearing a song 
by Jesse Winchester, not just an old song which 
is great to hear him singing beautifully but also 
a brand new song. Like a lot of good things it's 
very simple. I haven't seen it as a burdensome 
or grand design. It’s just a conversation, the 
kind of conversation that musicians have, and 
it goes on as long as it will do at the taping. We 
have to edit it and try to develop a narrative 
after the fact rather than having, as it would be 
ona “chat” show, a very brief amount of time 
to banter and ending up with a plug for the new 
release, you know, and then a musical number. 
It's a different animal. It's not necessarily su 
perior inherently but I believe you've got a bet- 
ter chance of hearing a bit more about what 
people value in this context than where they're 
just sort of making light hearted chit-chat, you 
know? People seem to like it well enough. And 
that's really the story of that, there really isn't 
that much more to add because the great thing 
about it is you can’t really have a conversation 
about a conversation, you know, what's in there 
is what's intended to be in there. 


SEE: What is “The Shape"? 

Elvis: “The Shape” is the name of a character 
that I’m portraying in a piece which is being 
constructed. It's an unusual form, It's a sort of 
a radio play, as it were, except it'll be on record. 
It's a collaboration between John Mellencamp 
and Stephen King, produced by my friend T- 
Bone Burnett, and a number of singers, some 
of whom are friends like Roseanne Cash and 
people that I’ve recently met through Specta- 


cle like Neko Case, Cheryl Crow, likewise, and 
Kris Kristofferson. There are actually a num- 
ber of people that have been on Spectacle but 
that's purely, completely coincidental. But we 
happen to be all characters in this story, and 
The Shape” is this sort of demonic, satanic I 
suppose, demonic rather than satanic, the pro- 
vocateur character that nobody sees but whis- 
pers in everybody's ear. Typecast again. But it's 
interesting to do. | think some people got hold 
of the wrong end of the stick and imagined 
it was going to be a Broadway musical, but | 
think it would be pretty tough to imagine all 
those people showing up for Broadway. 


SEE: A little, yeah 

Elvis; But this is another way to do it, | think 
it's an interesting way to do it, get people into 
the studio and record, It's kind of like a collage 
almost of dramatic performances, and a lot of 
the songs are written in character voices. I've 
written a number of songs where I’m not that 
person that's singing, there's even reprehensi 

ble characters in songs where | wouldn't want 
to be that person. But here I've got a little more 
licence to go a bit further with that, because it's 
somebody else's character that’s been created 
and I have to sort of try and bring it to life in 
some way that made sense to me and | hoped 
that they liked it. People are trying different 
things. The record company relationship with 
artists is less dominant than it used to be. Peo- 
ple are able to sort of try some different forms 
without being worried about losing radio play 
in Idaho. Nobody cares about that anymore. If 
there's a good station in Idaho, then they can 
have a direct conversation with you. If there 
isn't, then you're not losing anything by doing 
something that's interesting to you. It's prob 

ably a good idea to give it a try, see what hap- 
pens. 


SEE: | have to ask you about your marriage. 
| hate to bring up the word “genre” but it’s 

@ Cross-genre marriage in a sense. How has 
that impacted your writing? Do you and 
your wife share ideas or do you just sit back 
and enjoy each other and say, “Well, that’s 
not me, but | like it"? 

Elvis: | really love hearing my wife's perfor- 
mances and she makes great records. We obvi- 
ously are encouraging and supporting to each 
other. That's what you do anyway with the per 
son that you share your life with, there's no big 
surprise in that. The fact that we have the same 
profession or vocation means that we under- 
stand some of those things, while not neces- 
sarily making exactly the same kind of music. 
That would be sort of idiotic. We've written a 
few songs or have collaborated on a few songs,

but it isn't something that we do as a compul 
sion or an obligation, If we did it again it would 
probably be different than the songs that we 
wrote before. But you know, that was a very 
specific time and place that Diana needed to 
express some slightly more personal meanings 
than she had previously put on record. And for 
me I don't doubt that there are a number of 
songs that I wouldn't have written had our life 
not turned the way it did. But that isn’t to say 
that every song must be a reflection of your 
life as it is in that moment. It perhaps in some 
ways frees you to be more wide ranging and 
less self-regarding, and perhaps as time goes 
on you are less self-absorbed than you might 
have been as a younger person when you were 
exploring the impact of some emotional con- 
ditions upon your writing. I think something 
that all writers are guilty of sometimes is pro 
voking turmoil in their life so that they can 
have something to write about. J think that if 
you reach some degree of peace in your life it 
opens up another set of possibilities of what 
you might be able to write about and not waste 
your energy on that. 


SEE: There's the idea that as writers grow 
older and become more content with their 
life, their writing seems to suffer. But your 
suggestion is sort of the opposite. 

€lvis: I have access to the blue side of life 
whenever | want it, You only have to look in 
the headlines to see tragedy, and to see stu 
pidity and cruelty. You don’t necessarily have 
to invite it into your life moment to moment 
in order to be stimulated to write. There's no 
doubt that moments of turmoil in our commu- 
nal life as a society or in individuals, it can at 
times generate great writing, but I don't think 
that it's necessary, you know? 


SEE: You're coming to Edmonton fora 
theatre fundraiser for Fort Edmonton Park 
Tell me about that. 

Elvis: The objective is to restore a cultural 
landmark of the city. Venues are increasingly 
uninspiring, the new ones. Quite often they're 
just concrete raised blocks and all-purpose 
venues that lack the elegance of older theatres, 
which have some continuity with other styles 
of performance. I'm personally very happy to 
play when I find a great old theatre. There are 
very few modern venues that have that same 
feeling. When the lights go down and you for- 
get everything you're probably just concentrat- 
ing on the musi¢ anyway, but you have a head 
start if you're in a good environment. It's not 
any great theory apart from that, except that it 
gives me the opportunity to come back to the 
city. I haven't been there for awhile.

The practice of bringing book to screen is noth 
ing new, In today's Hollywood movie factory 
this approach seems to have become the meth 
od of choice, and it's not difficult to see why. 
You get a built in audience and the story itself 
at least on paper, has already been demonstrat- 
ed to work. The questions to be answered are 
does the movie do justice to the book and, does 
it add anything worthwhile to the source ma- 
terial? And, in the case of The Lovely Bones, 
based on the novel by Alice Sebold, there is an 


obvious third question: can Peter Jackson, di 
rector of the Lord of the Rings trilogy and King 
Kong, do as well with a subtle and intimate sto- 
ry? The answer to all three of these questions 
is “yes.” Jackson is an accomplished director at 
the top of his game, and this film is a pleasure 
to watch as a result 

As in the book, The Lovely Bones is told from 
the point of view of Susie Salmon, a teenage 
girl who has been brutally murdered. Essen 
tially, this story is about everyone except the 
protagonist, who is trapped quite literally in 
limbo for the entire film. She watches and frets 
from just outside the world she once inhabited 
as the pesple she loves are forced to deal with 
the aftermath of her death. This twist is the 
hook, but also poses one of the serious chal 
lenges that the movie has to overcome. For this 
to work, we have to care about a group of sec- 
ondary characters as they try to recover frorn 
tragedy. 


The book manages to keep this interesting 
by it’s liberal use of irony. The main character 
knows everything that’s happening down on 
earth all the time, but everyone else, her fam 
ily and the police, struggle with half-truths and 
misunderstandings. She knows who the mur 
derer is and they just can’t see it. As such, this 
is less a who-done-it than a he-done-it, and the 
novelty of that goes a long way. So does the ex

How do you make a movie about the writing 
of Charles Darwin's On the Origin of Species 
interesting? First, Rather than go into detail 
about the book, focus on the emotional cost 
of the research, as well as its moral impli- 
cations. Granted, Ongin Is one of the mast 
revolutionary works of scientific literature. 
But if you're not big into Darwin, this movie 
certainly won't qualify as a theoretical sum- 
mary of natural selection. And that’s okay. 
It'sokay because we have commendable per- 
formances from Paul Bettany as Darwin and 
Jennifer Connelly as his wife Emma, They are 
struggling to cope with the untimely death 


of their 10-year-old daughter Anne. Bettany 
conveys a vulnerability that's matched with 
a stubbornness we can't ignore. You could 
watch the entire movie by focussing on his 
eyes and not miss a beat. Connelly is rock 
solid as Emma, who also has not escaped 
the tragedy unscathed. The chemistry be- 
tween this real-life husband and wife team 
is natural and speaks volumes. 

It's okay because there were enough facts 
drawn from Darwin's life to set the scene 
honestly, without bogging it down ina history 
lesson. The book (upon which the screenplay 
was based) was written by one of Darwin's 
direct descendants, so there's a good moti- 
vation for as much accuracy as possible. 


It's okay because the movie Is crafted with 
such attention to detail, light, shadow, tex: 
ture and movement, that you are drawn into 
Darwin's observations and ruminations, and 
feel the same excitement that one assume 
Darwin himself must have felt. 

And finally, it's okay because you'll want 
to hit Wikipedia and learn more about the 
theory that almost destroyed this family and 
threatened to be a first salvo of a ‘war with 
God; which unfortunately seems mostly con- 
structed for the dramatic tension rather than 
the historical authenticity, 

Well, it is a movie after all. Perfect storytell 
ings still evolving. -Randy Brososky

The story is simple. Bennie, a young 
man goes looking for his older broth- 
er Tetro in search of answers about 
his family and to ask why Angelo 
disappeared in his youth, never to 
return, despite promises to the con 
trary.

\talian filmmaker Marco Ferreri was 
regarded throughout his career as 
a troublemaker and provocateur. A 
man who routinely challenged the 
status quo with a cinematic con- 
sciousness that refused to offer the 
human condition pat solutions to the 
increasingly difficult questions his 
films offered. With an all-star cast 
of European heavyweights (Marcello 
Mastroianni, Ugo Tognazzi, Mi- 
chel Piccoli and Phillipe Noiret) La 
Grande Bouffe is recognized as Fer- 
ten's crowning achievement, a film 
about the physicality of existence as 
framed within the existential riddle of 
“why?”, The four European heavy- 
weights in question are successful 


pillars of society who depart from 
their families and routine to gather 
within a gothic mansion in down- 
town Paris, where they slowly and 
successfully annihilate themselves 
through gluttony and explosive sex 
with beautiful prostitutes. As the 
film unravels, the audience begins 
to gather strategic information and 
understanding of each character's 
motives but are never afforded the 
opportunity to investigate the funda- 
mental question these actions pose 
by the filmmaker himself. A trou- 
bling dilemma for those who crave 
easy answers to surface questions. 
The film is presented in a linear 
fashion. There are no plot points 
What sounds like a second rate ex- 
ploitation scenario (Porky's as if re- 
made by Eric Rohmer) is masterfully 
subverted by Ferreri’s insistence to 
dig deep within the obvious to explore 
the poison that wealth and privilege 
affords. There are no profound philo- 
sophical questions that these men are 
asking, They dutifully go about their 
daily routine, indulging in the five- 
star meals, one-upping each other in 
their flatulence contests, and savour- 
ing the unity that an orgy can bring 
to such good friends, By challenging 
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the audience to look within them- 
selves for the answers, the viewer 
becomes an unwitting accomplice 
to the actions portrayed onscreen. 
Naturally, uneasiness arises in the 
unsuspecting viewer, thinking they 
were wandering into a naughty Ital- 
ian sex farce. Why would a happy- 
go-lucky scenario be such a troubling | 
and mysterious experience? Ferreri's 
esthetic is grounded in the here and | 
now; favouring simple compositions, 
extended dialogue 
and straight cuts, The brilliance | 
that a master brings to anonymity 
in direction. It soon becomes easy to | 
forget that you're watching a movie. 
Perhaps that's the reason why. One 
begins to feel like an unseen charac- 
ter (a butler, or mechanic) hovering 
in the background, tempted to be- 
come part of the action but unable to 
due to class differences. You begin to 
ask the questions posed by the film- 
maker within your own life as soon 
as the film is completed. What does 
wealth and privilege bring to soci- 
ety? La Grande Bouffe is a brilliant 
film about questions that remain 
unanswered. It's troubling and enter- 
taining, rewarding and off-putting. |

The production running as part of 
the Canoe Festival is a re-imagining 
of the original tale which “goes fur- 
ther down the rabbit hole in terms 
of characters, delving into their ori- 
gin and creation” explains Lachlan 
Stewart. 

The concept worked out between 
the playwrights and designer was 
one of marionettes who used to be 
beautiful, but are now broken, twist- 
ed and morbid. This story certainly 
isn’t one for the children, although 
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it is clearly inspired by the physical 
ity present most often in plays for 
young audiences, and by the dark 
side of fairytales 

Itis the dark, disturbing and physi 
cal side of Grumplestock's which 
makes it a good fit for the Canoe 
Festival which focuses on provoca 
tive and theatre. 
“What | like about a festival like Ca 
noe is that it's kind of the next step 
after fringe.” Lachlan Stewart told
